HATCH ACT* 
One of the most important issues facing the newly 
convened session of Congress is whether to repeal key 
portions of the 37-year-old law which protects the 
nation’s 2.8 million civilian federal workers from 
political coercion. The law is called the Hatch Act. 
Supporters of the repeal measure, which already has 
been passed by the House, argue that it relegates federal 
employees to “second’ class citizenship.” The Act, which 
has been on the law books since 1939, prohibits partisan 
political activities of federal and postal employees. 
Proposed changes — which are scheduled to come to a 
Senate vote early in this session — would allow federal 
employees to manage elections for partisan candidates, 
or even run for Congress, the Presidency, or any other 
elected office. 
Opponents of the bill to “unhatch” the Hatch Act point 
out that it has served well both federal employees ami the 
integrity of the federal system. It has been a buffer 
between workers and their superiors who might other­ 
wise attempt to force workers into support of favored 
candidates. It also has helped keep this work force — 
which is the country’s largest work force — strictly 
professional, impartially carrying out the orders of 
whatever political party happened to be in power. 
Although most government unions are pulling out all 
the stops to assure passage of the measure before the 
Senate (H.R. 8617), which would greatly increase union 
power over federal workers, their barnstorming cam­ 
paign has failed to drown out all dissent. The National 
Federation of Federal Employees, for example, predicts 
serious consequences for federal workers if the Hatch 
Act is amended. 
The recently retired administrative vice president of 
the National Association of Postal Supervisors, Daniel 
Jaspan, likewise warns against passage. Describing life 
in government before passage of the original Hatch Act, 
Jaspan says: “I can well remember the atrocities 
committed against state and federal employees who did 
not contribute to and work for the election of whichever 
party was in power at the time. 
“Even though salaries were low, substantial con­ 
tributions were expected. The passage of the Hatch Act 
was for the protection of federal employees and was a 
welcome relief.” 
We believe Jaspan’s point is well made. It would be a 
disservice to the nation, as well as to the 2.8 million 
federal workers themselves, if the Hatch Act is repealed. 
President Ford has promised to veto any such bill from 
capitol Hill. If that’s what it takes, the President cer­ 
tainly has our support.

He used his enormous power 
as director of the FBI to uphold 
his viewpoints. The least op­ 
position, by his lights; bordered 
on treason. 
In the name of patriotism, he 
brought

of

talitarianism 
to the United 
States. 
It ' is 
important, 
therefore, to understand how he 
operated. 
This is the reason we have 
been dwelling on his record. In 
past columns, we have reported 
how 
he 
collected 
potential 
blackmail 
on 
prominent 
Americans, how he used his files 
to intimidate our elected 
leaders, how he destroyed with 
whispers those who crossed him. 
All the while, he posed as the 
crusader 
against 
public 
enemies, communist spies and 
other forces of evil. In his latter 
years, he devoted most of his 
energies to spy chasing. 
He concentrated upon the 
Communist Party, USA - a 
collection 
of 
cranks 
who 
mimicked Moscow and shook 
their 
fists 
at Washigton. 
However, they were poor spies, 
who made little attempt to 
disguise their activities but, on 
the contrary, tried to attract the 
spotlight. 
The professionals, who did the 
real 
spying, 
avoided 
the 
spotlight. They stayed carefully 
in the shadows, keeping as in­ 
conspicuous as possible. 
Meanwhile, the Communist 
Party was easy to infiltrate, and 
the card-carrying communists 
were easy to identify. So Hoover 
built up the party as a national 
menace, which the FBI could 
triumphantly,, if conveniently, 
expose. 
The more Hoover attacked the 
party fanatics, the more the real 
spies 
must have secretly

smiled. 
Counter-espionage 
experts have told us bitterly that 
Hoover assigned hundreds of 
agents to investigate the noisy 
fanatics while the real spies 
were left undetected. 
. The old FBI bulldog, ac­ 
cording to former associates, 
was more interested in ap­ 
pearances than in results His 
agents had spent five years, for 
example, planting a counterspy 
upon the Czechs. It was one of 
the FBI’s major successes in 
penetrating a sophisticated spy 
ring. 
The Czechs came to trust the 
counterspy, 
who planted

microphone for them behind a 
bookcase in the Stat Depart­ 
ment’s Czechoslovakian Affairs 
office.

Yet Hoover was so delighted 
over a legitimate espionage 
success that, for the sake of two 
days of favorable publicity, be 
boasted to the press about toe 
Czech eavesdropping and blew 
thè whole operation 
Instead of the confusion that 
could have been spread, Hoover 
got two lower-level Czech 
diplomats kicked out of the 
country. The agents who worked 
five years on the case still 
grumble over the disaster. 
Hoover’s concern about ap­ 
pearances went so far that he 
insisted his surveillance teams 
not only should use standard 
sedans but should keep than 
washed. The FBI sedans soon 
became so recognizable that the 
G-men may as well have been 
driving painted police cars. 
Agents engaged in some vital 
surveillance in the midwest 
begged Washington to let them 
rent some old taxicabs that 
would look les% suspicious. But 
Hoover told an aide angrily: “I 
won’t approve any use of 
taxicabs.” 
As a result, the spies quickly 
H»»*rled the spic-and-span 


sedans following them around, 
and the surveillance had to be 
dropped.

was Hoover's 
fixation on cleanliness, com­ 
plained one agent, that made the 
FBI cars even more obvious 
"To hell with the spies!” 
bellowed the agent. “I'm gonna 
wash my car. I can’t get in 
trouble if I bungle a case, but I 
can get fired if I don’t wash my 
(expletive deleted) car! ” 
To save money, Hoover also 
used junky, antiquated sur­ 
veillance devices, which were 
adequate enough to fool the 
party regulars but were easily 
detected by the professional 
spies. 


A 
Sopviet-bloc 
spy,

example, quickly discovered a 
bug that the FBI had planted in 
his office. U.S. counterspies 
learned that he took it to his 
bosses 
who

* Another 
time, 
agents 
managed to attach a magnetic 
beeper to a spy’s car so they 
could follow at a distance. But 
the signal faded, and they lost 
the car. An old device had been 
used because the FBI was too 
cheap to buy modern homing 
devices which could be slipped 
into the gasoline tank. 
The FBI’s most famous spy 
case was the arrest of Soviet 
agent Rudolf Abel in New York 
City. While FBI agents did some 
excellent surveillance work, the 
case was really broken when a 
member of Abel's ring simply 
walked into a U.S. intelligence 
office and spilled the beans on 
Abel’s operation.

Political Dice Game: 
Teamsters’ 
Fitzsimmons 
needles Ford, speaks nicely- 
nicely of Reagan 
WASHINGTON - Though the 
food was low-calorie, the two 
lunchers in the U.S. Treasury 
Department’s executive dining 
room were highly colorful this 
recent Jan. 12. Secretary of the 
Treasury William Simon was 
hosting Teamsters general 
president Frank (Fitz) Fitz­ 
simmons whose sovereighty is 
more solvent than his host’s. 
For two hours over salads and 
a thin sandwich they talked 
privately of many developments 
and later said confidentially to 
one or two others they were good 
friends, trusted each other and 
saw no reason why they couldn't 
work together. 
Since there were only two at 
the table one can only take an 
educated guess at what was 
discussed as they munched - 
but the sit-down did come during 
the most critical crisis of Jerry 
Ford’s unique presidential term. 
Everywhere, organized labor 
was rebelling against him. And 
not 
many presidential can­ 
didates have run in recent 
decades without some labor 
base 
With the hard hats leading the 
rebellion, meeting in regional 
conferences for an all-out 
assault on the White House, it 
appeared to its pragmatic in­ 
siders that the pipeline with 
labor was vital -- not only to 
heutralize the heavily com­ 
puterized campaign 
"troops” 
led by labor chief George Meany 
but to prevent a most unusual 
political phenomenon: that is, 
the severing of the traditional 
Republican relations'hip with 
right-of-center trade unions. 
There was much to discuss. 
There had to be a liaison. The 
hard hats were choking the 
pipeline So Simon and Fitz­ 
simmons met. 
If they didn’t touch on politics, 
they must have spent all their 
time talking about Star Trek. 
You decide. But not long after, 
Fitzsimmons still needled Jerry 
Ford. 
The 
Teamster 
chief 
opined that Ronald Reagan, had 
he given his word on the com­ 
mon situs bill (though of course 
he wouldn't have) would have 
kept such a commitment. 
Further, Fitzsimmons later 
reemphasized to a caller that 
though Regan has “right-wing 
ideas” he has kept any promises 
he made. Other interviewers 
were told that, he (Fitz) had 
looked 
into his 
(Reagan’s) 
background as governor of 
California "and he did a good 
job there.” 
Thus Fitzsimmons, reflecting 
the characteristically con­ 
servative Teamsters, jabbed at 
the President. One thing “Fitz” 
wasn’t doing - he wasn’t cutting 
his ties with the Republican 
party. He appeared set to take 
Reagan, should the primaries go 
that way, rather than “that way- 
out crowd there in Iowa, for 
example.” He was referring to 
ihe 
Democratic 
caucuses’ 
convention delegate selection 
processes. 
"It’s too early to talk real 
politics,” he added. "Let that... 
Meany do it. Who knows who’ll 
be nominated? There’s more 
than Iowa. There are New 
Hampshire and Florida and lots 
more.” 


What's riding an these words is 
the support of a powerful 
national union -• over 2.3 million 
strong, with most of its 840 locals 
organized in a political machine 
known as DRIVE -- Democrat, 
Republican, Independent Voters 
Education. 
Certainly, Fitzsimmons has 
said several times, "If Ford 
can’t support labor, I don’t see 
how labor can support hiqi.” But 
this is January. And if DRIVE* 
starts rolling it will outride

copated strategy - turning the % 
labor movement without ex f 
ception against the Republican^ , 
party. 
DRIVE now is being beefed . 
up. Its new director is of the new 
type -- Dave Sweeney, the 
mammoth 
union's

legislative man on the Hill. 
With locals in virtually every 
community and with district 
councils in every state (and 
Puerto Rico), the image of an 
anti-working class Jerry Ford or 
Ronald 
Reagan 
couldbe 
smashed like a circus paper' 
hoop through which someone 
has driven a big truck. 


Nor is Fitzsimmons planning 
to walk out on the presidential 
advisory 
Labor-Management 
Committee. He says: "I don’t 
think it’s dead, I don’t think I'd 
walk out 
the AFL-CIO fellows 
did. The committee is supposed 
to advise the President on 
what's good for the country, not 
just us or the business mem­ 
bers." 
Since Fitz is a president of a 
decentralized

And they appear 
set to give the W*nte House the 
same support th / did when the 
AFL-CIO-auto workers coalition 
took a walk on Dick Nixon's pay 
board. No doubt Fitz’s refusal to. 
bolt with Meany saved it. 
During ail this maneuvering 
Fitz, his second in command j 
secretary-treasurer 
Dusty 
Miller (who says he'll stay on 
until April) 
and the other 
negotiators very quietly are 
pushing the trucking employers 
for a whopper contract covering 
well over 400,000 freight haulers. 
Fitz tells insiders he’s certain 
he’ll come away with a pact 
including a wage increase of 
$100 per driver per week over 
the three-year contract expiring 
March 31. And atop this they 
expect to get a good part of some 
fancy fringes they’re seeking, 
such as employer cash subsidies 
to make up a full week’s pay if 
toe driver is called out on jury 
duty. Or bereavement time off 
extended to mourn the demise of 
in-laws. More money for drive­ 
time, food, lodging and mileage. 
If the Teamsters set the wage- 
fringe increase pace they will be 
in the driver’s seat for many 
hard hats. And by April, by 
which time the contract will 
have been signed, Fitz expects, 
many key primaries will be 
over. They’ll be pointing to the 
Democratic nominee. 
And if he looks like a 
McGovern or non-hard hat type 
such as Jimmy Carter, there 
may be a third party at the 
Simon-Fitzsimmons lunches. By 
name of Reagan. Or Ford. Could 
go any direction. It's the biggest 
dice game in town.

II ATI II ACT 
One of the most important issues facing the newly 
convened session of Congress is whether to repeal key 
portions of the 37-year-old law which protects the 
nation’s 2.8 million civilian federal workers from 
political coercion. The law is called the Hatch Act. 
Supporters of the repeal measure, which already has 
been passed by the House, argue that it relegates federal 
employees to ‘‘second’ class citizenship ” The Act, which 
lias been on the law books since 1939, prohibits partisan 
political activities of federal and postal employees, 
Proposed changes — which are scheduled to come to a 
Senate vote early in this session — would allow federal 
employees to manage elections for partisan candidates, 
or even run for Congress, the Presidency, or any other 
elected office. 
Opponents of the bill to ‘‘unhatch” the Hatch Act point 
out that it has served well both federal employees and the 
integrity of the federal system It has been a buffer 
between workers and their superiors who might other­ 
wise attempt to force workers into support of favored 
candidates. It also has helped keep this work force 
which is the country’s largest work force — strictly 
professional, impartially carrying out the orders of 
whatever political party happened to be in power. 
Although most government unions are pulling out all 
the stops to assure passage of thp measure before the 
Senate (H R. 8617), which would greatly increase union 
power over federal workers, their barnstorming cam­ 
paign has failed to drown out all dissent. The National 
Federation of Federal Employees, for example, predicts 
serious consequences for federal workers if the Hatch 
Act is amended 
The recently retired administrative vice president of 
the National Association of Postal Supervisors, Daniel 
Jaspan, likewise warns against passage. Describing life 
in government before passage of the original Hatch Act, 
Jaspan says: “I can well remember the atrocities 
committed against state and federal employees who did 
not contribute to and work for the election of whichever 
party was in power at the time. 
“Even though salaries were low, substantial con­ 
tributions were expected. The passage of the Hatch Act 
was for the protection of federal employees and was a 
welcome relief." 
We believe Jaspan's point is well made. It would be a 
disservice to the nation, as well as to the 2.8 million 
federal workers themsejves, if the Hatch Act is repealed 
President Ford has promised to veto any such bill from 
capitol Hill.
